"Briefly the findings were that 
the metered cities visited, namely 
El Paso, Fort Worth, Dallas, 
Oklahoma City and Kansas City 
had benefitted greatly as a result 
of parking meter installation ac¬ 
cording to city officials, merch¬ 
ants and citizens contacted 

"Without exception violent oppo¬ 
sition to the meters developed in 
these cities when they were men¬ 
tioned and continud for from one 
to three months after their in¬ 
stallation. Many straw votes 
showing from 4 to 1 up to 10 to 1 
in disfavor. In most cases city 
officials, desperate over parking 
conditions, arbitrarily instituted 
trials of the meters. 

"The most common misconcep¬ 
tion seemed to be that meters 
would drive trade from their area 
even to other towns Results, 
however, indicate the onnosite in 
that shoppers soon find that being 
able to park where they desire 
saves time, car expense and tem¬ 
per which more than offsets the 
nickel dropped In the meter, and 
actually attracts trade to the con¬ 
gested business districts where 
better mercantile selections can be 
made. 

Get a Thrill 

"The unaccustomed thrill of 
being able to drive up to the bank, 
postoffice, department stores or 
within the same block to any store 
one desires to visit probably partly 
accounts for the change of public 
attitude that is reported by all 
these cities mentioned. 

"A number of unmetered cities 
comparable to Santa Ana in size 
and proximity to other trading 
centers were studied and Initial 
public reaction to parking meters 
found universally adverse with city 
officials in most of them studying 
the plan with interest. 

"The committee appointed by 
the mayor is now equipped with 
first-hand facts and information, 
will continue to function and study 
the plan and will greatly appreci¬ 
ate any suggestions or pertinent 
information."

Both Irish and sweet varieties

MOSCOW. (/P) -Death before a 
firing- squad ended today the 
careers of 18 confessed conspira¬ 
tors, many of them once high in 
the ranks of Bolshevik leadership. 

They had been convicted a little 
over 24 hours before the death 
sentences were carried out sec¬ 
retly. 

A terse statement announced 
the executions after the central 
executive committee of the Soviet 
Union declined an appeal for 
mercy. 

Shot in the Hack 

It was believed the execution 
took place at detention prison near 
the foreign office in the heart of 
Moscow. Executions of this kind 
generally are believed to be car¬ 
ried out individually, with each 
prisoner shot in the back. 

All had confessed their partici¬ 
pation in the plot to which the 
exiled Deon Trotzky, former min¬ 
ister of war and one-time revolu¬ 
tionary zealot, was linked as 
leader. 

The communique announcing the 
fulfillment of sentence, "The high¬ 
est measure of social defense— 
death before a firing squad,” 
stated: 

‘Sentence Carried Out’ 

“The presidium of the central 
executive committee declined the 
; appeal for mercy of the persons 
; (the 16 conspirators herewith 
named) condemned by the mili¬ 
tary collegium of the U. S. S. R., 
Aug. 24. 

i "The sentence in regard to all 
has been carried out." 


| The Soviet officials did not state 
where or how the executions were 
performed, a customary procedure. 

The communique also did not 
explain why the action was so sud- 
:den. A previous announcement had 
said the prisoners would have 72 
hours of grace. 

Two Former Leaders 

Included among those who died 
were Leon Kameneff and Gregory 
Zinovieff, once members with Dic- 
; tat.or Joseph Stalin of the Trium¬ 
virate at the head of the Soviet 
i Union during the illness of Nik- 
! olai Lenin. 

It was Stalin who forced Kam- 
aneff and Zinovieff outside party 
circles and it was he they planned 
first to kill in inaugurating a 
campaign of terror designed to 
overthrow the government. 

TKOTZKY SAYS DUTY 
IS TO AVENGE DEAD 

HOENEFOSS, Norway. UPI— 
: Leon Trotzky declared today it 
was his duty to avenge the 16 men 
; executed in Moscow today for an 
anti-Stalin conspiracy. 

The Soviet government accused 
Trotzky, celebrated Bolshevist ex¬ 
ile, as the absent master of the 
plot. 

"My duty is to unmask one of 
i the greatest crimes in the world's 
history, and to avenge the ex¬ 
ecuted,” said Trotzky. 

"The executions in Moscow were 
necessary to prevent any reprieved 
defendants from unmasking the 
GPU (Soviet Secret police). 

"But I, who was represented as 
. the chief promoter, am still alive!" 


Mr. and Mrs. Stanley M. West, 
La Habra Heights, hold no bitter- 
i ness toward Winston B. Gardiner, 
1 confessed slayer of their daughter.

I)i Maggio Covers Wide Area 

Joe Di Maggio, the rookie whose 
big bat has been the talk of the 
major leagues, also has an arm 
that can whip a ball from any part 
of center field like a rifle shot. He 
covers as much ground as Combs 
did in his beRt days. But that arm 
of his is what makes him better, 
because Combs, good as he was, 
was short on whip strength. It 
was a favorite saying around the 
stadium in those days that Earl 
couldn’t peg a ball from short cen¬ 
ter to second base. Of course, 
that was an exaggeration, but not 
by many yards. 

Meusel, a great hatter, was no¬ 
toriously lazy in left field. That's 
where Jake Powell, Myril Hoag 
and Roy Johnson have topped him 
in their alternate tours of duty 
there this season. They go after 
the tough ones harder than they 
do the easy ones and they get 
them.

A real newspaper man came to 
Orange county in 1870. George 
Barter printed the pioneer paper 
called the Anaheim Gazette for 
the first time on Oct. 29, 1870. 
The old press came around the 
Horn and had been used by the 
Los Angeles Star, which was also 
a pioneer paper of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Barter edited the Los Angeles 
Star' before he came to Anaheim. 
The highlight of his editorial ca¬ 
reer was when he printed two full 
pages of “The Great Victory” of 
the Civil war. He painted the pic¬ 
ture with exultation and the real 
American spirit of freedom. 

“It was a glorious victory over 
the heathen negro alley.” 


He praised the leaders during 
the greatest crisis in American 
history for their bravery, determi¬ 
nation and patriotism. He was 
always on his toes for news and 
always ready to speak for what 
was right through his columns. 

Perhaps I should not mention 
this, but in 1872 he was “cow- 
hided” by a woman and a* “com¬ 
mittee formally requested him to 
vamoose the town.” (Nomark, p. 
414.) 

He next bought the Daily Star, 
where he was formerly editor and 
went on writing his fearless edi¬ 
torials. 

To him we give the credit for 
establishing the first newspaper in 
Orange county, and for serving 
his patrons too well. 


Two teachers were granted 
leaves of absence, three new teach¬ 
ers were hired and another given 
full time instead of half time 
work, and two clerical workers 
were employed by the Santa Ana 
board of education last night.

Cook’s position Miss Mary Safely, 
elementary teacher, was advanced 
temporarily to the higher job. 

Secretary Named 
Walter C. Prill, graduate of 
U. S. C. and trained in stage¬ 
craft and stage managing, was 
hired as manager of the high 
school stage at $1500 per year. He 
will teach a class in stagecraft 
and may coach swimming. 

Miss Stella Katherine Wilhelm, 
graduate of U. C. L. A., was hired 
as secretary to Principal Lynn 
Crawford of the high school. 
Trained as a business and com-

Saturday night on the Coast 
highway usual time and place for 
Orange county’s most serious 
fatal automobile accidents appar¬ 
ently has been tamed. 

Since Jan. 1, 13 persons have 
died of injuries received in acci¬ 
dents on that stretch of road, 
most of them hurt in Saturday 
right automobile crashes. Hardly 
a week-end went by this year that 
four or five pairs of automobiles 
did not hurtle into one another, 
usually with serious consequences. 

Drive on Drunks 

But in the past month only two 
serious accidents have been re¬ 
ported on that highway and 
neither occurred on Saturday 
night. 

Why? California Highway pa¬ 
trol officers believe their drive 
against drunks along the Coast is 
he'ping. 

A force of patrolmen rides up 
and down the Coast every Satur¬ 
day night, under a new plan de¬ 
vised by Acting Capt. Walter W. 
Meyer. As drunks stagger from 
roadside “joints” prepared to get 
into cars and weave off home, 
they’re caught and arrested. Each 
week-end county jail bookings 
show at least six prisoners charged 
with drunkenness by patrol offi¬ 
cers. 

And the accidents suddenly took 

* drop. 

Deaths Decline 

“We think it makes a lot of dif¬ 
ference just to lock up the few 
potential drunk drivers we’re able 
to get. now,” said Captain Meyer, 
“li we had a few more officers, 
we could really do the job right 
We try and catch the drunks be¬ 
fore they get into cars and kill or 
Injure somebody, and I think the 
results are showing up.” 

All accidents, too, have shown a 
decline over week-end periods this 
month. Last month 19 persons 
were killed in Orange county traf¬ 
fic, five of them in Coast, highway 
accidents. This month there have 
been only three deaths, only one on 
that road.

Rates Listed 

I Following are the rates, either 
1 set or tentative, which will be the 
same as those of last year: Ele¬ 
mentary special, 37 cents; elemen¬ 
tary bonds, 33 cents; high school 
special, 56 cents; junior college, 
18 cents; cemetery, 1 cent; flood 
control, 10 cents. 

The county rate has been 
dropped from 69 cents to 62 cents,

No 'hu means many different 
things to different people. In China 
thi school children study aloud 
and at the top of their voices. In 
out own country’s recent political 
conventions where confusion al¬ 
ways reigns, the individual who 
makes his living hy pushing a pen¬ 
cil had to be aide to think clearly 
and write speedily in spite of the 
din. It must he possible for certain 
reporters to survive the persistent 
clamor of the press box with a 
fair amount of reserve or we 
wouldn’t have such an army of 
ibiqultous press folks always with 
us 

It would probably be admitted 
that this subject of noise and its 
inquestioned effect upon the 
health has had less attention from 
the scientific research group than 
almost any other. Yet most of us 
suffer in one way or another from 
noise. 

Certain of our educational cen¬ 
ters like Columbia university and 
Colgate have given over their re¬ 
st arch laboratories to definite ex¬ 
periments regarding the physical 
effect of noise. Among the first 
reports was that it required 
twenty per cent more energy for a 
typist to work in a room exposed 
to the noise of outside traffic than 
in a soundproof room. 

The Mellon Institute of Research 
In Pittsburgh adds its findings to 
the effect of noise upon us as we 
sleep, ’t is proven that noise ac¬ 
tually disturbs the heart action 
and raises the blood pressure. 
Whereas, if sleep may be had in 
quiet surroundings, the efficiency 
rf the following day is raised by 
several degrees. 

A great many abortive efforts 
have been made to reduce the din 
of the usual city life. We have 
tried to design street paving mat- 
rial that will deaden the noise of 
t raff 1c. We have moved some of 
our larger schools out into larger 
ireas for several reasons. 

There is still a serious problem 
for us who cannot get away from 
if Self-control, careful habits of 
living, some plan for keeping the 
mind occupied with other things 
than the noise all are to the good. 
Keep the system fit, spare all pos¬ 
sible time for rest.

“XTICE kitty—how gentle!” Such is the idea sought 
-*■ n to be put over by Earl Browder, Communist 
nominee for president of the United States, and other 
“red” candidates for representatives’ jobs in our govern¬ 
ment. 

Browder s declaration that it is not the Communist 
program to take over the United States by violence, 
including assassination of officials, “if necessary,” is in 
direct conflict with that of the official orders issued by 
Red Dictator Stalin and his Moscow crew, who give ulti¬ 
matums to agencies of the Third Internationale, ruling 
party in the world-revolution plan.

C AMPAIGN address at Orange of Dr. D. Leigh Colvin, 
candidate for president of the United States on the 
Prohibition ticket, is additional evidence that the Anti- 
Saloon league has chosen California as one of its battle¬ 
grounds in the 1936 drive back toward prohibition.

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MOROCCO A TEMPTATION

Fears are expressed in London 
lest Hitler and Mussolini grab off 
Spanish Morocco while Spain is 
too distracted to defend it and the 
other nations are too afraid of 
each other to do anything about it. 

After all why not? Italy and 
Germany, whether together or 
separately, are physically capable 
of taking possession of this part 
of Africa, provided no one else 
interferes, and they have so far 
shown themselves able to bluff 
everybody else out of interfering 
with them.

1 73N ROUTE WITH GOVERNOR 
J LANDON. Gov. Alf Landon’s 
brief stay in Chicago, site of the 
Republican national headquarters, 
threw into clear focus a little 
known and remarkable feature of 
his campaign organization. 

It is that the Republican com¬ 
bat set-up consists of two distinct 
establishments, each directed by a 
separate general staff. 

One section is concerned entirely 
with the political phases of the 
presidential contest. Its generals 
are the group of Kansas news¬ 
papermen and politicians who 
guided Landon’s nomination strat¬ 
egy and upon whose experience 
anti counsel he leans. The politi¬ 
cal high command functions from 
Topeka and is the intimate staff 
which is accompanying the gover¬ 
nor on this crucial "test" trip. 

The other unit is best described 
as the "technical" organization or 
idea men. It is the real heart of 
Republican national headquarters. 
There, screened behind a fanfare 
of political ballyhoo, is a group of 
high pressure salesmen, advertis¬ 
ing artists, movie, theatrical, radio 
and publicity specialists. They are 
the dynamo of the GOP power¬ 
house. 

They are working at top speed. 
And very soon—on the screen, 
over the radio, in newspaper ads, 
on thousands of billboards, in your 
grocery store, in drugstores, you 
will see evidences of their work. 

• * • 

‘UNSELL ROOSEVELT’ 

The slogan is: "Unsell Roose¬ 
velt." 

Operating on the very astute 
theory that the only man who can 
beat Roosevelt is Roosevelt, these 
ace advertising strategists will 
Concentrate their entire fire on 
the President and his New Deal 
regime. 

Through attractive novelties, 
charts, labels on foodstuffs and 
other devices, with no apparent 
GOP connection and quite harm¬ 
less on the surface, there will be 
hammered home the argument of 
waste and income-devouring high 
taxes. 

By this indirect attack, it is 
planned to build up a nation-wide 
undercurrent of resentment 
against the administration. Then 
Landon, through his appeal as an 
economizer and budget balancer, 
will tie this sentiment directly up 
to himself. 

That is the strategy. By this 
program it is proposed to blanket 
certain weak spots in the Republi¬ 
can candidate’s platform and his 
admitted inferiority to Roosevelt 
as a radio and stump performer.

DISSENSION 

But things are not working as 
salubriously as they might. The 
plan looks good on paper, but it 
has not been received with any 
great gush of enthusiasm by the 
veteran politicos who sit with feet 
on desk at Chicago headquarters. 

Steeped In the tradition of 
stump speaking and torchlight 
processions, they resent the 
streamlined ideas of the technical 
men. 

They are not adverse to adver¬ 
tising schemes as such, but these, 
they say, should be the adjuncts, 
not the major pillars of a cam¬ 
paign. The major pillars, they 
claim, are still the old tried and 
tested drumming up of votes 
through local, county and state 
organizations. That, in the last 
analysis, is what wins elections. 

Echoes of this clash is what 
gave rise to the recent newspaper 
reports of bickering and friction 
within the Republican high com¬ 
mand. 


With National Chairman John 
j Hamilton orating about the coun- 
' try, Chicago headquarters has 
been rudderless, leaving the two 
I factions to squabble delightfully 
[ among themselves. Now, how- 
I ever, Landon’s clamp-down on 
j Hamilton's oratory will keep him 
in Chicago, and he is expected to 
establish over that office a new 
aura of Republican brotherlyj 
] love. 

The governor, incidentally, has 
] been 100 per cent behind the tcch- 
| nical group in every showdown 
thus far.

MASTER MINI) 

For Hill Blackett, Chicago ad 
man and master mind of the tech¬ 
nicians, this is a new adventure. 
He makes no bones about know¬ 
ing nothing about politics. But 
I he does know how to put over a 
j selling campaign, and that is his 
j function in the Landon organiza¬ 
tion. 

Blackett, like other big business¬ 
men, got hot and bothered about 
| Roosevelt spending. He was not 
particularly interested in Landon, 
but he was interested in defeating 
Roosevelt. And he decided that 
the best way to do that was to 
bring home to the housewife and 
wage-earner the conviction that 
the New Deal was recklessly 
squandering their money.

P OLITICIANS seeking re-elec- i 
tion to office (and what poll- [ 
tician does not?) put much stress 
on the value of their experience. 
They make the plea that they can 
serve the public' better because 
they "know the ropes," that a new 
man "would not be able to find his 
way," and that he must be "in 
with the gang" before construc¬ 
tive service can he expected. 

Of course, nobody would dis- | 
count the value of experience iri 
technical and professional service. | 
In such skilled lines of work a [ 
growing man keeps on growing J 
and becomes more and more val¬ 
uable to the people. In a complex, { 
highly industralized social order, | 
nothing can take the place of con- | 
structive experience in particular! 
fields. Much of the tragedy in de¬ 
clining age-levels of employable 
men lies in the social and economic 
loss which society suffers thereby. 
To refuse employment to one who 
has secured special skills through 
hours of service, merely because 
he has arrived at the age of 40 or 
50, is a distinct loss to the social ] 
order. 

But this does not apply to strict¬ 
ly political jobs. An intelligent, 
honest man will probably do as ] 
well during his first, few years | 
as at any time thereafter. In fact, 1

with most politicians the progress 
they make in succeeding years is 
usually in reverse gears. Roliti- 
cians have such a canny way of 
digging themselves in, of fortify¬ 
ing their positions, that nothing 
i an blast them out hut a popular 
upheaval. They get politically 
wise and when they get that way | 
their public usefulness is about 
done. From that time on, they 
serve their own interests better 
than they serve the people. 

Political history amply supports 
this view. A new party, or a new 
president, or a new congress, or 
new state legislators have always 
set up better political records 
than long-established parties and 
persons. The ancient proverb "a 
new broom sweeps clean" is still 
true. Good legislation has usually 
come when those who have 
grown politically wise arc swept 
out of office. 

One trouble with government 
Is the feeling of ownership which 
the officeholder gets. He speaks 
glibly of “my office, my record, 
my services.” He forgets the 
source of his Importance. He 
leagues himself with other "ex¬ 
perienced” fellows. From that 
moment he becomes a "feeder." 
Professional office-holding is a 
real danger to free government. 
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Dan O'Neil, from Waterloo, 
same as Eddie Marble, gives Santa 
Ana the once over, and will give it 
more if opportunity is offered, 
Dan is from the Waterloo Courier, 
owned ami operated by the Hart¬ 
man’s ever since the Cedar river 
ran through the town or nearly 
so.
